Many whose 


names have almost dropped from the pub- 
1 c memory were constant und uutirmg, 
heeding neither the cold and storms of 
winter nor the scorching heat of summer 
It was never too cold it was never loo 
warm for ourpalnolic women to find their 
» w to the depot, basket m hand, to feed 
the wounded or hungry soldier 


By referring to the records we find that 


the liberality of the citizens largely in- 
creased as the war progressed 
Men, 


who, at the comuieuccuii nl of the V7ar 
reluctantly gave one dollar, now met the 
soliciting committees with open pocket- 
books, and cheerfully handed them five 
dollars 
The zeal of the ladies also grew, 


the attendance at the meetings 
being

la furnishing hospital boxes to the 115th

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SPRINGFIELD, January 25.—In the 


Senate the Warehouse Committee to- 
day considered the Governor's Domina- 
tion of railroad and warehouse commis- 
sioners. Nine of the eleven members 
were present. It was decided by a vote 
of 4 to 5, Mamer, Republican, voting 
with the Democrats, to report adversely 
upon the nominations. 


The Senate unanimously passed the 


bill appropriating $15,000 for the inci- 
dental expenses of the General Assem- 
bly. 


Mr. Munn's appellate court bill was 


also passed. 
The bill provides 
for 


holding appellate courts aa follows: 
In the first district, at the city of Chi 
cago, on the first Tuesday in March 
and October of eaoh year ; in the sec 
ond district, at Ottawa, in La Salle 
county, oo the third Tuesday in May 
and the first Tuesday in December of 
each year; in the third 
district, at 


Springfield, on the third Tuesdays of 
May and November in each year; in 
the fourth district, at Mount Vernon, 
on the fourth Tuesdays in February and 
Aug. in each year. All cases that are now 
or hereafter taken to said appellate, and 
all processes of every nature and kind 
that would stand for hearing or be re- 
turnable to any of said terms as now 
fixed by law, shall stand for hearing 
and be returnable to the first term of 
said court in each district respectively, 
as fixed by this a^t. 
An emergency 


clause is attached. 


Mr. Merritt introduced a bill relating 


to railroad rate?, providing that railroad 
companies shall be required to make a 
schedule of reasonable maximum rates 
of charges for passenger and freight 
traffic; said maximum rates not to ex- 
ceed two cents per mile for passengers 
and one-half ol one cent, per ton per 
mile for the conveyance of freight, with 
proper allowance in addition in case of 
freight eo balky as not to admit of the 
carriage of ten tons in an ordinary car. 


Mr. Ford's resolution to appoint a 


special temperance committee was re- 
ferred to the committee on miscellany, 
on a vote of 26 to 19. 


The House also passed the $15,000 


incidental expense bill.
